King Hczekiah’s restoration of 
the worship of Jehovah, the de­ 
struction of heathen altars and the 
leading of his people back to God 
paid great dividends. “The Lord 
was with him,” say biblical writers 
“and he prospered withersoever he 
went forth . . .Hezekiah had ex­ 
ceeding great riches and honor.” 
Giving God a place in the affairs 
of any nation is profitable. 
But Hezekiah made some 
mis­ 
takes, and it took the Lord to get 
him out of the difficulties follow­ 
ing 
those 
mistakes 
and 
after 
Hezekiah fervently appealed to the 
only One who could give him need­ 
ed help. 
Hczekiah’s 
kingdom 
was 
still 
paying to the mighty nation of As­ 
syria the annual tribute which his 
wicked father, Ahaz, had caused 
to be levied against Judah. 
One of Hezekiah’s mistakes, in 
the eyes of Assyria, was to wage 
a successful war against Philistia 
after Assyria had invaded a n d 
weakened t hat nation. 
Although 
Philistia. Egypt, Judah and other 
neighboring nations hated Assyria 
and wanted to be free of paying an 
enforced tribute to that then world 
power, these smaller, weaker na­ 
tions did not combine their forces; 
rather they warred among them­ 
selves. 
Judah’s punishment for offending 
Assyria was a demand for increas­ 
ed payment of gold and silver to 
that nation. So great w’as the de­ 
mand that He7.ekiah had to take 
some of the precious metal from 
Temple doors and furnishings and 
give to his exacting overlords. 
Later Hezekiah made the mis­ 
lik e of thinking he could rely on 
Egypt for relief from oppressing 
; Assyria. An invasion of Judah by 


Assyria followed. Many cities of 
the land were taken and hosts of 
Hezekiah’s people were made cap-; 
tive. Representatives of the great | 
king Sennacherib came to Jerusa­ 
lem, defied Hezekiah and the God 
in whom he trusted for deliver­ 
ance. Later messages were sent 
repeating that defiance. Terrible 
days had come to little Judah. 
Assyria then was the most pow­ 
erful nation on earth. The mighty 
Sargon, who had subdued all neigh- 


t i ling nations, including haughty j 
Babylon, had been succeeded by 
his son, Sennacherib, and the lat­ 
ter hail enlarged the borders of his 1 
nation. He was king, warrior, engi­ 
neer and statesman — a mighty 
man and he knew it. But Sennache-I 
rib made a mistake when he de­ 
fied Jehovah. 
Recognizing the might of Senna- j 
cherib and also aware of the great­ 
er 
might of Jehovah, 
Hezekiah 
sought the help of the mightier 
One. He took the insulting, demand­ 
ing letters from Sennacherib into 
the Temple at Jerusalem a n d 
spread them before the God he 
served and in whom he had faith. 
He appealed for God’s help and 
was assured that help would come, 
he knew not how. The godly pro­ 
phet Isaiah, who was Hezekiah’s 
former teacher and present advis­ 
er, sent the king word that the 
enemy would not even shoot an ar­ 
row- into the city, that God would 
deliver His people. Isaiah’s pro­ 
phecy was fulfilled. 
The solemn pages of history rec­ 
ord what happened to the great 
army of Sennacherib, Of the more 
than 200,000 of his mighty men of 
war, 185,000 were destroyed in one 
night, Sennacherib fled in terror to 
his capital city of Nineveh, where 
he was murdered by his own sons. 
Hezekiah and his people were sav­ 
ed and the little kingdom of Judah 
outlived the mighty empire of As­ 
syria.

Tomato Project Help 
Should you prune tom ato plants 
and lf so, how do you go about it? 
This topic alw ays has created a 
good deal of conversation. Som e 
folks say you should prune to m a ­ 
toes, others sa y you shouldn’t. And 
m any just d o n ’t know. Actually, 
whether you should or shouldn’t 
prune 
will depend largely upon 
what you desire in the w ay of to­ 
m atoes. 


According to 
Arthur FL 
Claus, 
E xtension Horticulturist, U niversi­ 
ty of Missouri, hero are tho advan­ 
tages of pruning and staking to­ 
m ato plants. T hey generally com e 
into production earlier, will be of 
som ew hat higher quality, and can 
be m ore easily sprayed and har­ 
vested. And by the w ay, there is 
no ad van tage in pruning unless 
you stake and lie the plants to the 
stakes. 
D isad vatages 
of 
pruning arc 
the fruit tends to sunscald a little 
m ore, particularly on the sparse 
foliated varieties of tom atoes; pro­ 
duction is usually lower during the 
late su m m er and early fall months; 
and you will also find considerable 
more labor is required to stake and 
regularly tie and prune your plants. 
Down tom atoes require the toast 
am ount of care and com e into bear­ 
ing a little later. And unless m ulch­ 
ed with straw or som e similar m a ­ 
terial, the tom atoes which touch 
the ground are usually spotted and 
m an y will rot. 
If you desire to prune your to­ 
m atoes, use of the one-tem system 
is perhaps the m ost practical and 
easiest to use. To train the plant 
in 
this m anner, rem ove all the 
suckers 
along 
the 
main 
stem. 
Suckers 
are 
new 
shoots 
which 
arise from the m ain stem at the 
point w here the lea vse are attach­ 
ed. Be sure not to pinch out the 
growing tip of your plant. 
Suckers should be rem oved be­ 
fore they get m uch over two to 
three inches long, so w eekly in­ 
spections 
of your tom ato plants 
will be n ecessa ry . About ihe lim e 
you begin to pick your first ripe 
fruit, discontinue 
suckering 
your 
plants 
and let 
any new 
suckers 
grow after that tim e. These will 
provide shndc for 
the m aturing 
fruit.
